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Voters Face Full Ballot November 3

With voters facing atypically lengthy 
general-election ballot on Tuesday, 
November 3, Romulus City Clerk Linda 
Choate is urging everyone to resist the 
impulse to rush through the process, 
and take especial care when voting. 
"Because the City of Romulus uses 
a computer to read and tally votes, 
voters must be extremely careful when 
filling out their ballots," Choate ex- 
plained. "In past elections, there were 
several instances where a vote was not 
counted because a ballot had been 
improperly completed.” 
Choate says that voters should: 
- use only the special pencil or pen 
provided, 
- completely fillinthe oval nextto their 
candidates of choice, 
« be careful not to vote for more can- 
didates than the maximum number 
specified in each category, and 


« request anew ballot if they make an 


error. 

To familiarize voters with the ballot's 
contents in preparation for next month's 
election, "the little paper’ is publishing a 
list of the partisan and non-partisan 
candidates, as well as the proposals to 
be decided. We urge everyone to use 
resources such as newspapers andthe 
internet to find more information about 
unfamiliar candidates. (If you do not 
subscribe to a local newspaper and/or 
have access to the internet, stop in at 
the Romulus Public Library, which car- 
ries severalpapers and offers the public 
internet access on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days.)

School Violence Legislation: 
Passing the "Safe Streets" Test

Every parent's top priority is the 
Safety of his or her children. In many 
instances, parents can take precau- 
tions and reduce risks. When their chil- 
dren are in school, however, parents 
must rely on what they have taught 
them-— and put faith inteachers, admin- 
istrators, and school personnel to make 
Sure that their children are safe. 

Put simply, Michigan cannot main- 
tain its commitment to world-class edu- 
Cation if students and teachers fear for 
their safety. We must make sure that 
every school in Michigan has an effec- 
tive safety plan that protects students, 
teachers, and school personnel from 
increasingly frequent violent behavior. 
Also, just as we have zero tolerance for 
violence inschools, we must make sure 
that violent behavior doesn't spill over 
into our neighborhoods. 

As the election approaches, there 
has been much discussion of school 
violence, including charges that House 
Democrats derailed good legislation in 
order to coddle violent students. Those 
charges are false, and they smack of 
election-year grandstanding. 

The truth is that, earlier this year, 
the House Education Committee suc- 
cessfully developed strong, bipartisan 
legislation that addresses the issue of 
school violence effectively — contrary to 
the simplistic proposals recently advo- 
cated by Governor Engler and some of 
his legislative allies who would merely 
shift school violence to the streets, leav- 
ing our communities no better off. 

The House Education Committee 
based its recommendations on the 
Statewide testimony of literally hundreds 
of parents, students, law-enforcement 
officials, teachers, and school adminis- 
trators —people whose views represent 
every point on the political spectrum. 
The most significant conclusion drawn 
from the testimony we heard was that 
violent students must not only be re- 
moved from the classroom, they must 
also be kept off the streets, or they will 
continue to wreak havoc in our neigh- 
borhoods. Accordingly, the House Edu- 
cation Committee's recommendations 
were designed to keep violent and dis- 
ruptive students out of the classroom 
and off the streets. That is the sensible 
standard by which school-violence leg- 
islation should be judged. 

Proposals that remove violent stu- 
dents from the classroom without keep- 
ing them off the street do not pass the 
"Safe Streets" Test. The House Educa- 





tion Committee worked hard to develop 
a comprehensive school-safety pack- 
age which not only includes expulsion, 
but also includes disciplinary education 
for violent.and disruptive juveniles. It is 
only logical that students who already 
are Causing trouble in school should not 
be free to roam our neighborhoods. Our 
legislation passes the "Safe Streets” 
Test by keeping violent students off the 
streets. That's why the House legisla- 
tion is endorsed by the Fraternal Order 
of Police, the Michigan Police Legisla- 
tive Coalition, and the Police Officers 
Association of Michigan. 

Legislation proposed in the Senate 
and supported by the Governor does 
not pass the "Safe Streets" Test, and it 
is unconscionable that the Governor 
and the Senate have chosen to turn this 
issue into apartisan football. The House 
conducted Statewide hearings and, on 
a bipartisan basis, developed an ap- 
proach to solving — not just shifting—the 
problem. Unfortunately, in the heat of 
the election season, the Governor has 
chosen a simplistic response that will 
notleadto arealsolution. Short-sighted 
political posturing on this most impor- 
tant issue only means that children and 
families. will remain at risk, and the 
elected leaders of this state will have 
failed the people once again.

computer repair; contractors for con- 
struction projects; lumber and paint; 
locksmiths; roofing, gutters and down- 
spouts; health-care services; office sup- 
plies; plexiglas; snow removal and land- 
scaping; exterminators; employee train- 
ing; surveillance systems; and even in- 
terpreters. Not allof these needs canbe 
met by the State or by large corpora- 
tions. There exist numerous areas where 
the best solution for carrying out the 
work of Michigan's government is a 


~ local business solution. In fact, if you 


provide a service or Sell a product, the 
State may need your services. In order 
to help make it easier for small busi- 
nesses to work with the State, we have 
taken several steps to provide the infor- 
mation businesses need to understand 
the mechanics of how to provide ser- 
vices or sell products to the State. 

In order to conduct business with 
the State, abusiness must first register 
as a vendor with the Department of 
Management and Budget, Office of Fi- 
nancial Management. Once registered, 
a vendor may modify information onthe 


master vendorfiletoaddordeletegoods . 


orservices, orselected counties (where 
services are provided), by submitting 
the information in writing on company 


e 


letterhead to the Department of Man- 
agement and Budget, Office of Finan- 
cial Management, P.O. Box 30026, Lan- 
sing, MI 48909. Avendor must also give 
written notice of any change in com- 
pany name, address, or ownership. The 
Office of Financial Management, Ven- 


dor File section, may be reached at

Additional information regarding the 
State's purchasing process is available 
onthe Department of Management and 
Budget's (DMB) Office of Purchasing 
(OOP) website (http://www.state.mi.us/ 
dmb/oop/). This site provides basic in- 
formation about the office and detailed 
instruction on how to become a vendor 
for the State. It's possible to check the 
Status of competitively bid contracts 24 
hours a day from the comfort of your 
home or Office. , 

Another avenue for businesses to 
obtain up-to-date information regarding 
contracting procedures and other rel- 
evantinformation is through the 12 Tech- 
nical Assistance Centers (TACs) estab- 
lished by the Michigan Jobs Commis- 
sion and the Federal Government. 
These centers focus on delivering guid- 
ance and advice to small businesses 
seeking to do business with the State 
and Federal governments (as well as 
those who wish to export their products 
or services). They provide the following 
services: identifying government agen- 


_ cies that buy products made by Michi- 


‘gan companies; matching companies 
and products to the proper government 
agencies soliciting bids; assisting in pre- 
paring bids; and providing information 
on general requirements, including 
bonding information. The centers are 
located at various locations throughout 
the State, including Muskegon, Traverse 
City, and Kalamazoo. Additional infor- 
mation can be obtained by contacting 
the Michigan Jobs Commission Cus- 
tomer-service line at 517-373-9808. 

In addition, the OOP offers "How to 
do Business with the State of Michigan” 
seminars throughout the State. These 
seminars are conducted in partnership 
with the Office of Urban Programs, the 
Michigan Jobs Commission, and the 
Michigan Departmentof Transportation. 
The seminars assist companies in de- 
veloping business relationships with the 
State. The seminars are targeted to- 
ward small businesses and businesses 
owned by minorities, women, and dis- 
abled persons.

Broomsticks 

(preparation time: 40 minutes) 

'/2 Cup warm water 

'/2 Cup warm milk 

2 tablespoons butter, softened 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1 active dry yeast (rapid-rise) 

2'/2 to 3 cups flour 

1 egg white, beaten with 1 tablespoon 
water 

2 tablespoons poppy seeds (optional) 

Stir water, milk, and butter together 
in a large mixing bowl. Add sugar and 
salt, then sprinkle on the yeast. Let 
stand for about a minute, then stir to 
dissolve. Add 1 cup of flour and beat 
until smooth. Add 1'/2 cups more flour, 
or enough to make a soft, manageable 
dough. Turn out on a lightly floured 
surface and knead for 1 minute; let rest 
for 10 minutes. 

Resume kneading until dough is 
smooth and elastic, adding remaining 
flour as necessary. Place in oiled bowl 
and cover with plastic wrap. Let rise 
until doubled in bulk, about 45 minutes. 

Preheat oven to 375°F. Grease 2 
baking sheets. 

Punch dough down. Knead briefly, 
then divide into 24 pieces. Roll each 
piece between your hands or back and 
forth on a board until you have a 9-inch 
pencil shape. Slash one end with 4 
gashes about 2 inches deep. Give the 
enda "twist" and spread gashes slightly 
to resemble broomstick straws. Place 
broomsticks on prepared baking sheets. 
Brush with egg white and sprinkle 

"handles" with poppy seeds, if desired. 
Bake 15 to 20 minutes, or until a 
browned. Let cool.

Despite the even- 
tualloss, the Flyers continued to show 
big improvement, and ended the day 
with high hopes for the following week's 
Homecoming match.
